Article Twenty-four 
Forward Pass 

Although we have mentioned it in 
previous articles, we want to re- 
peat again that a Forward Pass 
must cross the line of scrimmage. 
This is very important. It simply 
means that if a Forward Pass is 
thrown and received without touch- 
ing the ground it shall be declared 
as incomplete ‘if the pass did not 
cross the line of scrimmage before 
being received. if this should hap- 
pen the ball should be re-scrim- 
maged with the loss of one down, 
and if on the last down, the loss of 
the ball at the point of the Jast 
scrimmage. 

There are other qualifications, 
too, that are needed before a pass 
shall be declared complete, even 


though it may be caught. It first} P 


of al] may be thrown only by the 
team which put the ball in pley 
from a scrimmage. That, naturally, 
is obvious. If it should, happen, 
however, a Forward Pass is thrown 
otherwise, it shal] be ruled as an 
offside pass and penalized accord- 
ing to the regulations governing 
that play. 

A Forward Pass may be thrown 
on any down.
